HE new out-patient department of the 

Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, was 
opened for the reception of patients and 
the carrying on of the many activities 
associated with the ante-natal and 
gyneecological out-patient clinics. 

The increase in the number of dispen- 
sary patients during the last few years has 
been sO great that it was impossible to 
deal adequately with them in the old de- 
pertment, and the necessity for the new 
building was placed before the Hospitals’ 
Commission. Their recommendation, and 
the approval of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, that the 
scheme should be carried out, has been a 
source of great satisfaction to the Hospital 
Board and authorities. 

The new building is situated in the 
“hospital grounds, along the west side of 
Parnell square. 

The. plan. was the joint conception of 
the Master, Dr. A. H. Davidson, and the 
Assistant Master, Dr. E. Solomons, the 
main idea being one-way traffic, which 
prevents congestion and accelerates the

The entrance for patients is at the 
northern end of the building; a covered 
pram, park adjoins. A large waiting- 
room to accommodate one hundred 


patients is approached through the en-

trance vestibule. Opening off the waiting- 
room is a buffet, chart room, lavatories, 
consulting room and gynecological 
surgery. 

‘A wide corridor gives access to fourteen 
dressing cubicles communicating with the 
ante-natal room, where seven patients can 
be examined simultaneously. This is a 
most important feature of the plan, as 
there are often as many as 70 or 80 
patients to be seen during the afternoon. 

An infants’ clinic is held daily in the 
consulting room. This is a rapidly in- 
creasing and very important activity of 
the out-patient department. 

All these rooms lead into the corridor, 
which will eventually connect with the 
main hospital building, and, after exami- 
nation, the patients proceed to another 
waiting-room adjoining the pharmacy and 
almoner’s office, and thence to the exit at 
the south end of the building. 

In addition to the above, a small 
theatre, sterilising room and recovery 
room for minor operations, and a labora- 
tory, sisters’ room, store, doctors’ retiring 
room and dressing-room for students are 
provided. 

The building is of brick, faced with two- 
inch Ballinphellic bricks, which harmonise 
with the surroundings. 

The roofs are of reintowted concrete

the walls for a height of seven feet are 
similarly treated; the upper part of the 
walls and ceiling are finished in Keene’s 
cement, enamelled; doors are of maho- 
gany, french palished.

WELDERS DECLINE TO 
RETURN 


The situation in regard to the strike 
of welders of Messrs. Harland and Wolff's 
shipyard, Belfast, last night showed no 
improvement, It is understood that the 
men who came out have been informed 
that their action had not the support of 
the headquarters of the association, but 
they declared their intention not to go 
back until some sort of settlement had 
been reached. 

There is talk of intervention on the 
part of the Minister of Labour, Mr. J. M.

MARKETING OF HONEY 


IRISH BROADCAST DISCUSSION 


In a discussion on the marketing of honey, 
broadcast last night from Radio Athlone, Mr. 
Fintan Brennan, fecretary, South Kildare 
Beekeepers’ Association, satd, in answer to 
Mr. J. J. Bergin, who is conducting a series 
of discussions on agricultural and kindred sub- 
jects under the title ' Where and How We 
Get Them,” that the output of run honey 
produced by his Association has risen from 
ó60lb, seven years ago to 10 tons last year. 
There are about 50 members in the Association 
owning 220 stocks of bees, and the output of 
run honey is about 110ib. per hive average. 
There were 50 tons of run honey mmported 
prior to the imposition of the tariff, and now 
their small Association is producing one-fifth 
of that amount. 

Mr, Brennan acknowledged that there was 
a limited market for section honey, but his 
Association decided against producing it be- 
cause it does not keep im good condition very 
long, and, further, while there is a glut of 
such honey in the autumn and early winter, 
there is practically none available during the 
spring and summer, and hence the imports 
of foreign honey: 

Prior to the imposition of the tariff Mr. 
Brennan said a Jib. jar of honey cost 2s., 
and now Lb, of best Irish honey costs only 
ls. 6d. H 

The success of the Association, Mr Brennan 
maintained, was dne to a rigid system of in- 
spection at, a local central dépót before the 
honey is allowed to leave the district. This 
precantion has given the consnming public 
confidence in the article, and he would he 
glad to see similar associations set up in 
other districts.

** Safety First” 


To-night the Prime Minister of England 
will face his critics.. Neither England in 
general, nor the Conservative Party in par- 
ticular, seems to have much use for Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin. He had his value five 
years ago, when the misrule and ex- 
travagance of the Socialist Party had 
created widespread alarm; and at that 
time Mr. Baldwin’s negative virtues—his 
* safety, his prudence, the guietness of 
his demeanour, his aversion from exper!- 
ments—rendered him, by contrast, the 
perfect figurehead for the Conservatives. 
is not what she was 
five years ago. Then she was a sinking 
country, which had suff.ved severely, and 
was relapsing fast into a mood of despair. 
She needed, at the head of affairs, some- 
body solid like Mr. Baldwin, whose 
_phlegmatic presence might soothe her back 
to health. 
vigour as she has not enjoyed previously 
since the War. 


England, however, 


Her commerce and in- 
dustry still are suffering; the unemploy- 
ment gueúes are still tragically long, and 
will remain long for, perhaps, years to 
come. Nevertheless, there is new hope in 
Britain. Wages are rising, and people 
are spending their money. Factories, long 
shuttered, are being re-opened, while new 
factories are being built. There is a wide- 
spread feeling that “ the corner has been 
turned,’’ and that henceforward the way to 
prosperity is short and direct, This happy 
change is not without its effect upon the 
national outlook. The people of England 
are realising again what they were 
threatening to forget a few years ago—that 
they represent a sovereign Power, probably 
the greatest nation of the earth. They 
cannot fail to observe that the name ni 
England is received with new respect in 
the councils of the nations. Their voice 
has been loud at Geneva; their favours 
are being courted by France, by Germany, 
by the United States, by Russia. Their 
pride is re-born, and, with its re-birth, 
Mr. Baldwin’s doctrine of “ safety first ” 
has lost its appeal for them. Once again 
England seeks to assert herself, and for 
the purpose she requires not figureheads, 
but leaders. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Baldwin is no longar 
a leader, and the murmurs of his 
own followers grow more and more 
menacing every day. England recognises 
that he has brought “her foreign policy 
into a sorry tangle. First, he harnessed 
two men of contrary outlook—Sir Samuel 
Hoare and Mr. Anthony Eden—and en- 
trusted this ill-judged combination with 
the management of England’s foreign re- 
lations at one of the most difficult periods 
in her history. When Sir Samuel Hoare 
chose the easy path, and joined with M. 
Laval in the nefarious “ peace plan ’’ for 
Abyssinia, he enjoyed for a brief time 
the confidence and support of Mr. Bald- 
win, but, when the people’s resentment 
became too loud ‘to be disregarded, Mr. 
Baldwin threw his lieutenant to. the 
wolves. Then Mr. Eden was placed in 
sole charge, and at once Mr, Baldwin 
made it clear that his own policy, 
and that of many members of his 
Cabinet, was at variance with that of 
the mew Foreign Secretary. -In these 
circumstances, it was the Prime Miniater's 
duty either to remove Mr. Eden from 
office or himself to resign. Mr. Baldwin 
chose neither alternative. He weakened 
England’s case by his reluctance to give 
full and open approval to the Foreign 
Secretary—with the result that every- 
where on earth to-day people think of 
England’s foreign policy in ‘terms of

The Air Terminal 


When it was announced some months 
ago that the proposed Transatlantic air 
service would have a base in the Irish 
Free State, we remarked that one of the 
most important points had been left in the 
dark. Is the site to be used as the 
European terminal, or merely as a 
stopping-place? The difference is the 
difference between Cove and Liverpool in 
the matter of liner traffic. A “ port of 
call’’ would bring a certain amount of 
employment to the country, but it would 
only mean that a fairly large airport 
would have to be built and maintained. 
A terminal, on the other hand, would be 
of enormous value. If the air liners have 
their European centre in Ireland, the 
aerial traffic to and from that place will 
not be confined by any means to the Trans- 
atlantic crossing. The place, like Liver- 
pool, would be a focal point for Europe— 
aeroplanes from all parts of the Continent 
would arrive there with passengers and 
mails in order to connect with the out- 
and the incoming traffic 
would be distributed from that point also. 
So far as we can gather frem the reports 
of Tuesday's debate in the House of 
Commons, there are high hopes of this 
possibility. The Air Navigation Bill which 
the House was discussing does not deal 
indeed, with the arrangement between the 
Free State and British Governments for 
the Transatlantic service, and is concerned 
mainly with a grant to Imperial Airways 
for the development:of existing services to 
India, Africa, and Australia. Sir Ronald 
Ross, the Unionist member for Derry, 
raised the subject by asking what kind of 
arrangement had been made. He had 
been told, he said, that the base of the 
service was to be in England, but that the 
last point of land before setting out for 
the jourrey across the ocean was to be in 
some part of Ireland. Sir ‘Terence 
O'Connor, the Solicitor-General, made a 
specific answer to this question. Having 
said tnat the discussions between the 
British; Free State, and Canadian Govern- 
ments had nothing to do with the present 
bill, he is reported to have added “' that 
all the experts of the Air Ministry, Im 
perial Airways, and the different parts of 
the Empire were apparently in agreement 
that a site in the Irish Free State was the 
only practicable site as a terminus for the 
projected route.” This announcement is 
the nearest approach to an official state- 
ment which has yet been made, and we 
hope that the promise contained in it will 
be fulfilled. A Transatlantic route, of 
course, may not be set up for the next 
four or five years, and even then it may 
begin in a fairly modest way. Taking the 
long view, however, one can see that air 
traffic between America and Europe is 
bound to grow, and almost may rival the 
traffic carried by sea. The importance of -

Census of Babel 


As a preliminary to 4 census of the 
population of the Irish Free State the 
police pay a friendly call upon every 
householder, and present him with a suit- 
able form; but to number the inhabitants 
of Singapore the police must work secretly, 
and by night. More than 35 different 
nationalities are represented among the 
residents in Singapore; and many of 
the representatives of these 55 different 
nationalities are a shy and retiring lot. 
About 7,000 people in this city have. their 
homes on the water, and they are the 
reverse of house-proud. It is all one to 
them if the authorities never pay one 
single visit to their floating dwellings. 
Consequently, they will fail to enjoy the 
last night of the month of June. On June 
30 policemen will board their homes, read 
a proclamation which demands par- 
ticulars, and then ask those citizens who 
have not already made their escape a 
number of questions about ancestry, 
nationality, birthplace and - religion— 
matters which are a source of considerable 
mystery to the most worthy of these river 
dwellers. At the last census five years ago 
the authorities learnt -ome unpleasant 
facts about their city—notably, that in 
one area of 29.44 acres about 18,216 people 
had made their homes; but this year 
there may be worse to come. The 
population must have increased with the 
new British Army, Navy and Air Force 
defence works, and the expansion of 
Singapore as a trading centre. Have the 
newly arrived workers tried to snatch a 
part of the four square feet that was the 
allowance granted to each one of those 
18,216 men, women and children, or have 
they joined the ragged horde of 5,000 that 
five years ago had no homes? To discover 
the answer to these questions the police 
must comb foul lanes and back yards, the 
river banks and the public parks ; and even 
then they may not find any evidence of 
the hundreds of human beings who live 
like vats in the ground. It is to be hoped 
that the 14,000 Europeans who live in 
Singapore will give the authorities less 
trouble.

At the inquest this evening, conducted 
by Dr. Leneghan, Coroner for West Mayo, 
and a jury, Superintendent Glynn repre- 
sented the Guards. 

Mrs. Nora Burke, wife of the deceased 
man, replying to the superintendent, said 
that she lived in Bridge street with her 
husband and six children. Her husband 
was a farmer and publican. The six 
children were:—Walter, aged 64; Mary 
(5), Nora (4), Edward (24), and the 
twins, Josie and Patrick, aged four 
months. Her husband was 48 years of 
age 
She went to bed about midnight on 
Tuesday night. She occupied a room 
with her husband and four sons, and her 
daughters, Nora and Mary, occupied 
another room with the maid, Katie Kil- 
coyne. The twins slept in a cot in her 
room, and the other boys, Walter and 
Edward, in a second bed. : 


COULD NOT SLEEP 
All seemed well on Tuesday 'ight. At 


about 5 a.m. she was aroused by her 
husband, who said that he was getting 
up to see his books and the accounts in 
the shop, as he was annoyed about income 
tax. He came back into the room again 
at seven o'clock and looked out of the 
window. She asked him about going to 
bed again, and he replied that he could 
not sleep. 

She was aware that her husband was 
worrying since last Thursday week, when 
he met an income tax inspector in Castle- 
bar. He was depressed. 

“I asked him,” continued the witness, 
“what was he doing, and he said, ‘I will 
not harm you.’ He kissed me and went 
downstairs. This was unusual.’’ 


MOTHER’S ORDEAL 


Her husband returned at about 7.45, 
with what appeared to witness to be a 
rope. He was then dressed, and he 
shoved her on to the bed. The elder son, 
Walter, then cried, and his father drew 
something around his neck. Witness ran 
downstairs and shouted for help. 

Michael Durcan, a neighbour, came in 
and saw young Walter with a wound in 
his throat. He was then in the kitchen. 

Her husband enjoyed good health, and 
always appeared normal. 


NEIGHBOUR’S STORY 


Michael Durcan stated that he was 
awakened by Mrs. Burke at 7.45 a.m. 
She shouted “Come quick! . Waltie is 


bad!’ He ran out, and as a result of 
what he saw in the kitchen he immediately 
ran for the Guards, who arrived in five 
minutes, He found Nora and Mary in 
pools of blood on the landing when he 
returned, and Edward dead in the bed- 
room. All were severely gashed. 

He also noticed that the twins were cut, 
and he had seen Walter, the eldest son, 
in the kitchen, covered with blood. He 
afterwards noticed the father lying in the 
poets and Guard O'Neill attending to 

im. 

He was aware that the deceased man 
worried over income tax demands, and 
had said that he thought they would 
“sell him out.” 


NO FAMILY QUARREL 


Dr. O’Grady, Louisburgh, said that all 
the deceased suffered from wounds in the 
neck which severed blood vessels and 
muscles. He had known Walter Burke 
for twenty vyesrs, and had always found 
him in good health. 

Kate Kilcoyne, the maid, said that she 
noticed Walter Burke, senior, facing the 
sittingroom when she got up at 7 a.m. 
He did not appear to be in his usual form. 
She never noticed a family quarrel in the 
house. She went to milk the cows, and 
when she returned found the place se 
described by previous witnesses. 

Guard P. O'Neill said he went to 
Burke’s house at 7.45 a.m. He found the 
owner of the house lying in the yard face 
downwards. He had a deep wound in his 
neck, and witness closed the wound to stop 
the bleeding until the priest and doctor 
arrived. The priest arrived before the 
man died. There was a trail of blood 
to the yard from the stairs. 


JURY BLAME INCOME TAX 
Sergeant Deely, Louisburgh, described 


the result of his examination of the rooms. 
Replying to a juryman, he said that he 
knew nothing about the deceased man’s 
troubles. 

The jury found that Nora, Mary and 
Edward Burke died from wounds inflicted 
by their father, Walter Burke, during 
temporary insanity, and “ that Walter 
Burke died from self-inflicted wounds 
while in the same state of mind, induced 
by income tax worries.”’ “ 

The Coroner expressed deep sympathy 


with the relatives in their great sorrow, 
and Superintendent Glynn, the foreman of 


the jury, and Dr. O’Gradv associated 
themselves. with the expression of 
sympathy.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—Some of the recent speeches by 
those who are officially concerned with 
Defence have sounded the note that if 
conscription is to be avoided, then the 
voluntary system must somehow produce 
ia better flow of recruits. It is question- 
able whether such a note is wise, and it 
found no echo in Mr. Duff Cooper’s latest 
speech. Its reiteration had excited remark 
in many quarters, creating the impression 
in some that, if it had a veiled meaning, 
and that the Defence authorities are 
already contemplating steps towards con- 
scription, despite the Prime Minister’s 
reiterated pledge that it should never be 
introduced in his time. These anticipa- 
tions, of course, have no real foundation, 
but it is easier to arouse suspicions than 
to dispel them. The conscription note 
had no deeper meaning than to prompt a 
better response to recruiting appeals and 
a more energetic support to our tradi- 
tional system, but it might be better 
eschewed, because of its liability to be 
mis-read as a threat. Englishmen do not 
take kindly to such an approach. Their 
inclination is to react against it. 

At present there is a certain lack of 
harmony in the arguments for defence. 
Until the right call is sounded clear and 
strong we cannot expect the response to be 
strong On other grounds, too, it is 
premature to doubt the possibilities of the 
voluntary system.  Beforé entertaininz 
such thoughts we ought to satisfy our-

ORD HEWART OF BURY, Lord Chief 
Justice of England, was the prineipal 
guest at the 123rd annual dinner of the 
Trinity College, Dublin, Dining Club at 
the Mayfair Hotel, London, this evening, 
the chair being occupied by the President, 
Sir Thomas Molony, Vice-Chancellor of 
the University. 

Responding to the toast of '' Our 
Guests,’’ Lord Hewart said that to spend 
an evening with an Irishman is always a 
joy. What would politics be, what would 
the law be, what would literature be if 
you took Ireland out? Was it not Doctor 
Johnson who said: ‘‘ The Irish are a fair 
people; they never speak well of one 
another.’’ They prefer to let others speak, 
continued Lord Raoi of the inimitable 
combination of humour, wit, high spirits, 
shrewd discrimination, gaiety and melan- 
choly which marked the cultivated Irish- 
man, 


GREAT TRINITY MEN 


Were not Goldsmith, who wrote like an 
angel; Burke, who thought like a god, and 
Berkeley, who thought so much about 
things that he had nothing left to think 
about, Trinity men? We cannot forget 
the very large part in the life of Parlia- 
ment which depended upon the Irish mem- 
bers, or of the character and power of the 
Irishmen at the English Bar. Where 
could you find a more persuasive advocate 
or persistent fighter and more noble 
example of unselfishness and strength 
than Edward Carson? 

The history of Ireland, continued the 


of fervour, of misunderstanding and of 
triumph. Yet this was probably the best 
training for great character.

Although they 
might have different opinions as to the 
famous document which bore his name, it 
was a great endeavour to close a dark 
period and to open up a new era of a new 
union. i 
Lord Hewart had alwavs maintained the 
sovereignty of Parliament, the rule of law 
and the independence of the Judiciary, 
and it was as a friend of Ireland and an 
upholder of our free institutions that they 
extended to him a very hearty welcome. 

The toast of ‘‘T.C.D.”’ was proposed 
by Sir Geoffrey Clarke, C.S.I., who said 
that England was very wise in getting 
Irishmen as administrators, a field in 
which they had been particularly success- 
ful throughout the world, 

Sir Robert Tate, responding, said that 
he believed that the College was at 
present standing more truly for the 
ancient ideal of a university than any 
other in Gréat Britain and Ireland.

“ The decision of the Fascist Directory 
that all Fascists shall belong to the 
Militia has been taken in view of the 
necessity for being prepared to defend 
Italy’s new Empire,’’ says Signor Gayda 
in the Giornale d’Italia. 

‘* Italy recognises that it is her national 
responsibility to prepare against all 
eventualities with every method possible;

preparedness, as is confirmed by Britain’s 
race to arm herself after the beginning of 
the Ethiopian affair. 

“The situation is more than ever 
obscure. The furious patrons of sanc- 
tionism do not disarm. On the contrary, 
they raise their voices and demand some- 
thing resembling war against Italy. The 
ill-conceived imperial interests, becoming 
less and less concealed behind the fiction 
of collectivism, try to advance claims and 
propose reservations.”’ : 

Signor Gayda voices a feeling of nervous- 
ness about the future course of events in 
Europe, which have been accentuated by 
the withdrawal of the Italian delegation 
from Geneva. The continuance of sanc- 
tions and the possibility of a deadlock in 
Geneva next month have caused intense 
irritation. Strong attacks on the League 
appear in the Press, and it is insisted that 
Italy will ndt yield an inch.

BRITAIN'S DIFFICULTY 


UNDERSTOOD 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

Signor Grandi, the Italian Ambassador 
in London, has just received special in- 
‘structions from Signor Mussolini regard- 
ing explanations to be given to the British 
Government in the next few days. 

According to the Information, which 
says it believes itself to be in a position to 
make this announcement, Signof Mussolini 
readily admits that it is very difficult for 
Britain expressly to recognise,the annexa- 
tion of Ethiopia, to ask for or take the 
initiative in the raising of sanctions 
decreed by Geneva. 


The Duce thinks, however, that time

Empire in 
North Africa, and as a tangible: proof he 
would consider the removal of white troops 
from Libya if such removal would meet 
the wishes of the British. , 
Mussolini, adds the newspaper, would 
officially declare that he has not any 
aims in Palestine or Egypt, and that he 
is ready on all counts in return for 
recognition of Italy’s victory and rights to 
resume good relations with Britain.

WITNESSES RECALLED. 


Shortly after the resumption of the case 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Hanna asked that 
Mrs. Fagan, of 125 Lower Baggot street, 
who had given evidence on the previous 
day, should be recalled. 

When she entered the witness box, the 
Judge referred to her previous evidence, 
and asked her what Mrs. Ball had said 
about putting the boy away under control.
